Soldier’s eyes 
glued shut in 
Army ‘prank’

A SOLDIER from Northampton 
had his eyes glued together after a 
prank went horribly wrong. 

Private Scott Parker, 17, from 
Kingsley, was based in Cyprus with 
2 Royal Anglian Regiment when the 
practical joke turned into a terrible 
ordeal. 

Pt Parker had been at the base for 
two months when three other 
squaddies pounced on him after an 
evening of drinking in February 

He was reported to have been tied 
to a bed and had superglue poured 
over his forehead which then 
seeped down into his eyes. 

Senior officers intervened after 
hearing Pt Parker in distress and he 
was taken to the medical facilities 
at the base in Dhekelia. 

Medics at the facility cut open his 
eyes after he suffered temporary 



blindness and in doing so removed 
his eyelashes. 

The Army has said that the inci¬ 
dent is currently being investigated 
but has distanced itself away from 


reports that the boys who did the 
prank are facing a court marshal. 

Another source told the Herald & 
Post it was more likely that the sol¬ 
diers would be dealt with by their 
Commanding Officer. 

But the Army did say that the inci¬ 
dent was not part of an initiation 
ceremony but rather, ‘a prank gone 
wrong’. 

An Army spokesman said: “This 
incident is under investigation. 

“The Army does not condone any 
behaviour of this kind and when it 
is discovered we take action against 
anyone found at fault.” 

When the H&P tried to contact Pt 
Parker, he refused to comment on 
the events. 

However, speaking outside the 
family home, a member of his fam¬ 
ily, who did not want to be named, 
said: “It’s the Army that are dealing 
with it and I don’t see why this is 
anyone else’s business.”

Cops to give last orders to under-age drinkers 


POLICE in Northampton are clamping 
down on fake IDs. 

Officers are working with partners as 
part of Operation Nightsafe to clamp 
down on the increasing prevalence of 
false identification being presented in the 
town’s licensed premises. 

Under-age drinkers who present false 
documentation are committing a criminal 
offence and Northampton Pubwatch will 
be looking to ban all offenders from its 
premises in the town until they reach the 
age of 18-and-a-half. 

Sergeant Mark Worthington, community 
safety sergeant in Northampton, said: “We 
are encountering more and more cases of 
false ID being presented by those who 
legally are not old enough to drink. 

“These false IDs are either being 
produced from the internet or 
identification from friends and siblings is 


being shown. It is important to stress to 
these young people that by presenting 
false ID they are actually committing a 
criminal offence. 

“And while we are not looking to 
criminalise young people, we will clamp 
down on those youngsters who 
repeatedly look to push these boundaries. 

“In the first instance, police will send out 
letters to warn them that they have 
broken the law and Pubwatch will impose 
a blanket ban on offending individuals to 
the extent that they would be banned 
from their own 18th birthday celebrations 
on licensed premises. 

“If the message still does not get home, 
we will enter into a more formal process. 

“Siblings and friends who knowingly 
allow others to use their ID are also 
committing offences and will be dealt 
with in the same fashion. 


“All Pubwatch members in Northampton 
have signed up to the initiative and we 
have already received some very positive 
feedback as a result.” 

Operation Nightsafe is a county-wide 
operation tackling alcohol-related crime 
and disorder. 

Sergeant Worthington added: “Under¬ 
age drinking is a serious concern for all of 
us on Operation Nightsafe and the 
licensing trade has a major responsibility 
in helping us manage this problem. 

“Notwithstanding the health risks for 
those who drink under-age, youngsters 
under the influence of alcohol become 
extremely vulnerable and could easily 
become a victim of crime. 

“Equally, drunken youngsters often 
behave anti-socially and become involved 
in criminality and this has a major impact 
on our communities.”

“We will cut senior 
managers and consultants at 


The Guildhall so we can 
prioritise spending money on 
frontline services and we will 
lead by example by freezing 
councillor allowances for four 
years. 

“We will do all we can to 
regenerate the town centre 
by opening up the middle 
section of Abington Street to 
traffic, allow the first hour of 
parking for free and appoint a 
‘High Street Tsar’ to end our 
‘Ghost Town’ image and draw 
investment and jobs to our 
town.” 

The party think they could 
signal a new start in relations 
between the council and the 
town’s sports clubs. 


Lib Dems want unitary bid 


PLANS to create a unitary 
council in Northampton have 
been mooted by the Liberal 
Democrats. 

The party is looking to 
combine the services that 
are currently provided by the 
borough and county council. 

In recent years this has 
been suggested before the 
idea ever got off the ground. 

However, the type of 
council has worked in 
Bedfordshire where the 
county council was 
disbanded in 2009. 

Lib Dem leader Cllr Brian 
Hoare said: “The people of 
Northampton want the 
services in Northampton to 


be provided and run by 
councillors who live locally 
here in Northampton. 

“They do not want their 
council services to be 
decided on and run by a 
group of councillors from 
opposite ends of the 
county.” 

He added: “Northampton is 
now at a crossroads, and in 
order to keep Northampton 
moving forward, it is 
essential that the Liberal 
Democrats have a second 
term in Northampton and 
given the chance to take the 
county’s services over 
Northampton would move 
forward much quicker”

Council under fire 
over use of bailiffs

BAILIFFS were sent to more than 
24,000 people who had hadn’t 
paid their council tax, new 
figures reveal. 

The statistics, released by Big 
Brother Watch, show that 24,174 
cases from Northampton 
Borough Council were passed on 
to third party bailiffs from 2007 to 
2010, the equivalent to 22 cases 
per day. 

In contrast East Northampton¬ 
shire Council used 3,905 in the 
same period and South Northants 
Council had 2,887 cases. 

The civil liberty and privacy 
group has criticised the heavy- 
handed nature of local authorities 


in chasing up their debts. Daniel 
Hamilton, director of Big Brother 
Watch, said: “Sending in bailiffs to 
recover debts should always be 
the absolute last resort. 

“In many cases, bailiffs are a law 
unto themselves; barging their 
way into people’s homes, 
intimidating vulnerable members 
of the public and imposing rip-off 
charges.” 

However, Northampton 

Borough Council has defended 
the methods it uses in tackling 
non-payment of council tax. 

They point out that the figures 
will include some duplication as 
the report reflects individual 
referrals over a three year period 
and that often the same 
individual will have separate 


year’s debts referred at different 
times. The council also said its 
case numbers are higher as 
Northampton is the largest town 
in the county and therefore will 
proportionally have a higher rate 
of referrals than smaller councils. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“We ensure anyone struggling to 
pay a debt is advised correctly 
every step of the way and given 
every opportunity to discuss the 
outstanding amount. 

“We only use bailiffs as a last 
resort. 

“As a local authority we offer a 
money advice service and would 
ask anyone who has debt worries 
to contact us on 0300 330 7000 
and speak to an advisor and not 
to bury their head in the sand.”

(NBC) had successfully prosecuted a 
woman for fly-tipping on 
Uppingham Street in Semilong.

On March 25 at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court Mrs Zonke 
pleaded guilty, received a criminal 
conviction and was ordered to pay a 
fine. 

This kind of action can only be 
taken if we have evidence. 

It is so important for people to 
speak up and report this kind of 
crime. 

Well done to the person who 
reported this.

Sport made a huge 
impression on me when I was 
growing up and taking my 
story to schools to explain 
how the skills you learn 
through sport can be 
transferred to other aspects of 
your life is a huge buzz. 

It isn’t just about talent. 
Hard work, self-belief, 
determination and passion 
are all needed to achieve 
goals, sporting or otherwise.

Cash claim upset 
led to drink binge

A MAN with a series of medical 
conditions died the day after he 
found out he was to receive less 
compensation than he had 
hoped after a long legal battle. 

John Linsley, formerly of 
Harborough Road, was 68 when 
he was found dead in his flat by 
his son. 

Mr Linsley suffered from heart 
disease and diabetes but the 
inquest heard how he had died on 
August 11 last year, the day after 
finding out that he was due to get 
less compensation than he had 


anticipated from a court battle. 
Subsequently, he drunk enough 
alcohol to make him three times 
the legal limit. 

The inquest heard that several 
years before, Mr Linsley had 
suffered burns and severe rashes 
after buying a leather sofa which 
had been sprayed with chemicals 
that were the cause of the irrita¬ 
tion. 

In April last year the High Court 
ruled compensation should be 
paid out to those involved. 

Jason Linsley, the son of John, 
told the inquest that his father 
had been upset with the amount 
he was to receive. 

He said: “He was expecting an 


amount between £15,000 or 
£16,000 but the amount he was 
actually offered was closer to 
£3,700. 

“He knew he was able to appeal 
the situation but he was fed up 
with it all. 

“He must have really gone for it 
that night before because he was 
really distraught.” 

Deputy Coroner Rodney Haig 
recorded a death of natural 
causes. 

He said: “Mr Linsley died from 
the many different health 
conditions that he suffered, 
which were no doubt exacerbated 
by the alcohol he consumed that 
night.” 


Drinker’s only care became Sunderland Football Club 


AN alcoholic found dead in 
Abington Park died of natural 
causes, an inquest has heard. 

Michael Keogh, of Briton Road, 
was 40 when he was found by a 
bench on September 26 last year. 


Mr Keogh had been over three 
times the limit at his time of death 
which was ultimately caused by 
liver failure due to alcoholic related 
liver disease. 

Lawrence Keogh, Mr Keogh’s 


step-father, said: “It got to the 
point after he started drinking that 
all he cared about was Sunderland 
Football Club.” 

Deputy Coroner Rodney Haig 
recorded death by natural causes.

Why I am urging 
people to say no 
to Aternative Vote 


M AY 5 is an important date 
for everybody here in 
Northampton, except many 
probably don’t realise it. 

Many of us will be heading to 
voting booths with one thing on 
our minds - who will be my new 
councillor? 

Will a new party be in charge? 
How will things change? 

What some will not fully 
appreciate is that the referendum 
on the Alternative Vote happening 
on the same day is just as 
important, if not more so. 

It is important to not only 
Northampton but the whole of the 
country and our town will play a 
vital part in the outcome. 

When Winston Churchill was 
asked about the Alternative Vote 
system many years ago he 
described it as the most 
worthless votes given for the most 
worthless candidates. 

Why? Well - right now our voting 
system is beautifully simple - the 
person with the most votes wins. 
Full stop. 

That person may not have 
achieved over 50 per cent of all 
the votes cast but he or she will 
have won more votes than 


anyone else in the contest. It’s as 
simple as that. But under the 
Alternative Vote’ the second and 
third choices of people who vote 
for the minor parties will be 
counted until someone has more 
than 50 per cent of all the votes 
[even though many of those 50 
per cent will have only picked that 
candidate as a second or third or 
fourth choice!] 

Our current voting system is 
admired the world over - it is used 
by nearly two and a half billion 
people across the globe. 

The AV system is only used in 
Papua New Guinea, Fiji, where they 


are changing it back to ours, and 
Australia, where six out of ten 
recently said they wanted it 
changed. 

You see under AV, the supporters 
of extreme parties like the BNP 
often get multiple votes but 
supporters of mainstream parties 
only one. 

This is because if you vote BNP 
your candidate will obviously not 
get the most votes in the first 
round; so then the BNP voters’ 
second choice will be added-up to 
see who has the most votes after 
they are also counted. 

The principle; one person, one 
vote could be lost on May 5 if ‘yes’ 
wins. 

Oh and another thing - the AV 
system is so bureaucratic that it 
will cost an extra £250 million 
more than our current system and 
take days to work out a result! 

These are the reasons why I am 
urging everybody in Northampton 
to vote ‘no’ on May 5. 


Right now our voting system is beautifully simple 
- the person with the most votes wins. Full stop. 
That person may not have achieved over 50 per 
cent of all the votes cast but he or she will have 
won more votes than anyone else in the contest.

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Butch’s mum’s wish 
for a tribute in town

A SPECIAL fundraising auction 
is being held next month in 
memory of Northampton-born 
footballer Richard Butcher. 

The 29-year-old died on January 
9 at his home in Manchester from 
what his parents have been told 
was ‘adult cot death syndrome’. 

Mr Butcher was a trainee at 
both Northampton Town and 
Rushden & Diamonds before 
going on to be a professional 
footballer with Kettering Town, 
Lincoln City, Oldham, Notts 
County, Peterborough and his 
final club Macclesfield Town. 

One of the last people to speak 
to Richard was his mum Gail who 
lives in Far Cotton. 

She said: “I spoke to him on that 
Sunday and he was fine, there 
was nothing wrong with him. 

“He was pleased with how 
things were going and he was just 
happy and normal. 

“He talked to his dad about 
football. They still can’t find out 
what was wrong but said it was an 
‘adult cot death’. 

“It is very difficult not knowing 
what happened. He went to sleep 
and didn’t wake up.” 

His parents followed Richard’s 
career with interest and attended 
as many games as they could. 
Mrs Butcher said: “We followed 



him everywhere and part of our 
life was supporting Richard. 

“He used to ring up on a 
Saturday after the game and if he 
won he was happy and if he lost 
he was sad. 

“We used to listen to big Jeff 
(Jeff Stelling on Sky Sports’ 
Gillette Soccer Saturday) as we 
couldn’t go to every game. 

“We used to be so excited when 
he scored and never got used to 


Jeff saying ‘Richard Butcher has 
scored’. We taped it so Richard 
could hear him saying it and we 
can’t believe we won’t hear him 
saying this again.” 

Richard’s memorial service at 
Lincoln City’s ground was 
attended by 1,000 people. 

Two plaques are being unveiled 
at Lincoln City and Macclesfield 
Town in honour of Richard and 
former Macclesfield Town 
manager Keith Alexander who 
died in March 2010. 

As yet there is nothing in 
Northampton but this is some¬ 
thing Richard’s mum would like 
to see changed. 

She said: “By doing this event in 
Northampton we hope it allows a 
lot of people in Northampton to 
come along. 

“It will be their way of saying 
goodbye to Richard. We hope this 
will lead to something 
permanent in Northampton.” 

The auction will be held at 
Franklin’s Garden’s, home of 
Northampton Saints, on Sunday, 
May 29 from 7.30pm to midnight. 

Items include a signed 
Liverpool shirt from Steven 
Gerrard, a Leicester City shirt 
signed by the players and 
manager Sven-Goran Eriksson, 
Cobblers and Peterborough 
United shirts and Aston Villa 
pendants.

Busy year but NGH 
achieves its targets

NORTHAMPTON General 
Hospital has announced that it 
met all of the targets set by the 
Government. 

The hospital (NGH) released 
figures this week on its 
performance for 2010/2011 
which saw 83,000 people visit the 
A&E department. 

Of those visiting the emergency 
rooms, 95 per cent of patients 
were treated or admitted within 
four hours, although more than 
4,000 people had to wait longer. 

The number of emergency 
admissions to the hospital rose 
by five per cent to more than 
47,000 for the year, although the 
number of planned admissions 
was down by roughly the same 
percentage to just over 40,000. 



The national waiting time targets 
of 18 weeks from referral to treat¬ 
ment were achieved for the third 
consecutive year. 

The hospital has also said that 
there were only three cases of 
MRSA at the facility last year, a 
significant decrease on previous 
years. 

NGH chief executive Paul 
Farenden said: “I’m delighted to 


report that we have again met all 
of the key national targets. This 
includes those for maximum 
waiting times, cancer waiting 
and treatment times, A&E transit 
times and reducing MRSA and C 
Difficile infections.” 

The hospital is also pleased at 
the way it coped with the winter 
season, which saw an outbreak of 
swine flu as well as arctic weather 
conditions. 

Director of operations Christine 
Allen said: “It’s been another very 
busy year for us but our staff 
again rose to the challenge and 
deserve a huge thank you for 
these excellent results.

Not just the athletes 
the 2012 Olympics... 


THE Olympic Games taking place in London next year are set to be 
the ‘biggest show on the planet’ 

Athletes will be going for gold and Northamptonshire Police are 
aiming to achieve their own gold standard at the same time. 
LAWRENCE JOHN found out more about their 2012 preparations. 


THE Olympic Games will provide 
a testing time for all the competi¬ 
tors as well as everyone connect¬ 
ed with the event. 

One of the organisations which 
will be involved is Northampton¬ 
shire Police. 

Officers will be assisting with 
the policing of the event as well as 
keeping law and order in their 
home county. 

The London 2012 Olympic 
Games and Paralympic Games 
will be the largest sporting com¬ 
petition to be held in the UK. 

It will run from July 26 to August 
12 and the Paralympics from 
August 29 to September 9. 

Police have already begun to 
plan for what will be a busy sum¬ 
mer in 2012 and have set aside 
£250,000 for 2011/12 and 2012/13 
as a contingency measure to pay 
for these plans. 

A national ‘Demand and 
Resource’ team has been set up to 
identify what resources are need¬ 
ed for the Olympic period. 

Operation Almus has been set 
up to assess whether the capabil¬ 
ity of the UK police forces is suffi¬ 
cient to meet the demand. 

During the event, Northam¬ 
ptonshire Police has been 
requested to supply: 

■ two basic support units, each 
comprising one inspector, three 
sergeants and 21 constables 


■ 14 search trained officers 

■ ten firearms officers 

■ one weapons recovery dog 
and handler 

■ two escort drivers 

■ one intelligence officer 

The definitive resource require¬ 
ment for the games is likely to be 
confirmed next March and the 
police have identified the poten¬ 
tial demands on local police dur¬ 
ing the summer of 2012. 

This includes: 

■ the county has six accredited 
training camps. Should a team of 
significance decide to train in one 
of these camps there would be 
resource implications 

■ the Olympic Torch will pass 
through Northamptonshire on at 
least one day 

■ cultural events associated 
with the Olympics are likely to 
take place across the county 

■ big screens may be installed 
to show the event 

■ non-Olympic events at 
Silverstone, like the FI Grand Prix 
in July and the Moto GP in June 
will require policing 


■ public order and safety - the 
European Football Champion¬ 
ship in Poland/Ukraine will take 
place in June 2012 
Police have established a ‘Gold 
Planning Group’ to enable the 
Force to fulfil its commitments 
and provide an effective policing 
response. 

Chief Inspector Sean Bell, spe¬ 
cialist operations, said: “Although 
we are still more than a year away 
from the start of the Olympic 
Games preparations for the polic¬ 
ing of the event have been on¬ 
going for some time. 

“All non-venue forces have been 
requested to supply resources on 
a mutual aid basis and we know 
that we are required to provide 
support for a 64 day period, cov¬ 
ering both the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

“That requirement includes 
sending two basic support units, 
search officers, firearms officers 
and a specialist dog and handler. 

“The length of time the 
resources will be required will 
vary with some being required for

the whole period and others for a 
couple of weeks. 

“Although we are aware of these 
requirements they may well be 
further demand placed upon us 
nearer the time and we will be 
responsive to that. 

“Final details about the 
Olympic Torch Relay have yet to 
be announced and there are also 
six identified training venues in 
the county, both of which could 
have further resource implica¬ 
tions for the Force. 

“The Olympics is just one of the 
large events we have in the cal¬ 
endar for next summer, includ¬ 
ing The Moto GP, British Grand 
Prix and European Cup, however, 
we have been in this position 
before and extensive work will be 
completed throughout the next 
year to ensure policing in 
Northamptonshire will be sus¬ 
tained during this period.”

A WAR of words has broken out 
in Towcester about a political 
leaflet. 

David Joseph, the owner of 
Bar jo’s cafe in Swinneyford Road, 
has been left ‘mystified’ as to why 
his premises would be singled out 
as adding to anti-social behaviour 
in the town. 

The leaflet produced by the 
Liberal Democrats stated: 
“Residents of Swinneyford Road 
are very concerned about the 
proposed sale of alcohol from a 
new bistro and takeaway 

“Locals have already suffered 
anti-social behaviour and are 
worried a bistro selling alcohol 


will make matters worse.” The 
premises, formerly a takeaway, 
closed in November and only 
recently re-opened as a cafe. 

It was granted an alcohol licence 
to allow diners to have a drink 
with their meals. 

Mr Joseph said: “We are 
mystified with what has been 
said. 

“I have been in contact with the 
police and they have not had any 
complaints about anti-social 
behaviour. 

“We interpreted it (the leaflet) as 
there had been a lot of trouble 
from our shop and having the 
alcohol licence granted it is going 
to get worse. 

“People contacted us about the 
article before we saw it.” 


Towcester Town Councillor 
Martin Johns said the issue of 
anti-social behaviour had been 
raised by 20 residents who 
attended a recent council 
meeting. 

Cllr Johns said: “The article 
reflects the concerns of people 
about anti-social behaviour. 

“At a recent town council meet¬ 
ing we had a deputation of people 
concerned about anti-social 
behaviour. 

“What we were trying to say if 
anyone has a problem about anti¬ 
social behaviour they should 
report it to the police.” 

Cllr Johns explained the article 
didn’t mention the bistro by name 
and he could not say how Mr 
Joseph would interpret the article.

Enterprise bid could 
be what town needs

PLANS for Northampton to 
become an enterprise zone are 
being backed by one of the 
town’s MPs and business 
organisations. 

In last month’s budget, 
Chancellor George Osborne 
announced plans to create enter¬ 
prise zones which would encour¬ 
age companies and job creation. 

They were first formed in the 
era of Margaret Thatcher and 
many believe if implemented in 
Northampton, 10,000 jobs could 
be created. 

Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, announced 
that West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) will be submitting an 
application to establish a zone in 
the region. 

Mr Binley said: “Northampton 
is of particular importance to 
enterprise and has a significant 
private sector already. 

“It is also an area of economic 
and regional significance with 


good infrastructure links to 
support growth in the Midlands 
and the North. 

“We have a shortage of jobs in 
Northampton already. In 
February 2011 there were 3,085 
people claiming job seekers 
allowance, equating to 6.5 per 
cent of the economically active 
population. 

“The number of NEETs (Not in 
Education, Employment, or 
Training) now totals 37 per cent 
of total unemployment. 

“Northampton has the frame¬ 
work in place to make an 
enterprise zone work. 

“We have the delivery vehicle in 
place, we have the full support of 
the local authority and WNDC 
already has local planning 
authority powers. 

“They have also already defined 
the sites that they will be 
developing.” 

The Northampton Chamber of 
Commerce believes the move 
could be the boost the town 
requires. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Northamptonshire Chamber 


fully supports WNDC’s proposed 
application for an enterprise 
zone in Northampton. 

“Northampton would be an 
ideal location for this as it is a 
massive growth area currently 
undergoing regeneration and 
benefiting from several new 
housing projects. 

“The town represents an 
exceptional opportunity for 
economic growth. 

“For some time, the Chamber 
network has been lobbying 
Government to reduce the 
burdens on businesses to allow 
them to create new jobs. 

“Enterprise zones will do this 
through lower business rates, 
simplified planning rules and the 
provision of superfast broad¬ 
band. 

“The Government is looking to 
establish 21 zones in total, with 
11 of the locations having been 
decided already. 

“If Northampton was to be 
chosen as a location, it will allow 
the private sector to significantly 
boost economic growth and job 
creation in the area.”

Baroness’ plea to keep 
voting system as it is

THE referendum in May has 
been dubbed ‘the mother of all 
elections’ by the co-chairwoman 
of the Conservative Party, 
Baroness SayeedaWarsi. 

Last Friday, the minister without 
portfolio was at the Guildhall to 
throw her weight behind the 
Conservative candidates standing 
for the Northampton Borough 
Council elections. 

She was also there to campaign 
for a no vote in the Alternative 
Vote referendum being held on 
the same day as the local 



elections, May 5. The referendum 
is the first UK-wide poll of its kind 
since 1975. 

Voters will be asked whether 
they want to stick with the 


current first-past-the-post system 
for electing MPs or to switch to a 
different process known as the 
Alternative Vote (AV). 

She said: “The AV election in May 
is the ‘mother of all elections’. I 
don’t think the public are yet 
aware of the referendum and 
what it means. 

“Once the argument is put to 
them then I think they will vote 
no to AV.” 

She felt any yes vote would be a 
lurch towards fascist parties and 
added: “If you want to keep the 
present system of one person, 
one vote you need to get out of 
your armchairs and vote.”

Spence takes welterweight crown 


BOXING 

JAMIE Spence claimed the British 
Masters light welterweight title on 
Friday night with a 97-94 points 
victory over slippery southpaw 
Kristian Laight in front of a racous 
crowd at Northampton’s Park Inn 
Hotel. 

The 26-year-old, now 9[2]-3, was 
made to work hard for the win by 
Laight, but wore his opponent down 
with sustained attacks to the body 
and held off a surge in the seventh 
round from the Nuneaton 
journeyman, who appeared 
better than his 6-92-6 record 
suggests. 

Spence is now planning on visiting 
his mother in Canada and then going 
on holiday with his father before 
returning to the ring, and he felt good 
after claiming his first professional 
title. 

The former Junior ABA champion 
said: “It’s brilliant. I knew it would go 
the distance, but I had a game plan 
and stuck to it. 

“The only thing I was worried about 
was it being over ten rounds, but I did 
all of my training and by the end I felt 
like I could have gone another ten 
rounds. 

“[Promoters] Errol Johnson and PJ 
Rowson think there are bigger things 
in the pipeline for me. I’m not really 
thinking about that at the minute 
though.” 

Debutant Ashley Lane saw his first 
pro bout stopped early in the second 
round due to a bad cut sustained 


above his right eye by an accidental 
clash of heads. Former Far Cotton 
Boys ABC amateur Lane had been on 
top against Ryan McNicol after the 
first round, but the severity of the 
cut early in the second round saw 
referee John Keane halt the contest. 

Under a recent rule change by the 
British Boxing Board of Control, the 
result was declared as a technical 
draw. 

Elsewhere on the card, there were 
convincing points wins for 
Northampton pugilists Liam Daly and 
Nathan Reeve in their second and 
third paid bouts respectively.

HEADING into Sunday’s Heineken 
Cup quarter final, Northampton 
Saints are in imperious form. In 
their last two Aviva Premiership 
matches they have racked up an 
incredible 92 points and moved back 
into the play-off places. 

They are also the only team to be 
heading into the last eight with an un¬ 
beaten record in the pool stages that 
saw them top their group and make 
certain of a ‘home’ game, being 
played at stadiurmmk. 

However, director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder knows better than to expect 
similar to the maulings inflicted on 
London Wasps and Sale Sharks when 
Ulster come to town on Sunday. 

“I watched Ulster on the television 
and I was impressed with them,” he 
said after the Irish province had 
beaten the Scarlets 20-18 last Friday 
to go second in the Magners League. 

“They have gone through a very 
good run of form of late, won a lot of 
games and it’s going to be tough. 

“You don’t quite know, but we have 
played well in Europe up to now. 
We’ve won six out of six and it’s a 
home game for us, even though we 
are at Milton Keynes. 

“We’ve trained there already, we will 
have the majority of the fans behind 
us and it is up to us. It is going to be a 
real tough game, but one that we are 
capable of winning.” 

It is easy to forget that Northampton 
booked a return to the quarter finals 
of Europe’s premier club competition 
whilst they were in the middle of their 
six game losing streak in the Premier¬ 
ship. 

Wins at home to Edinburgh and 


away to Castres secured their 
progress as Pool One winners, while 
Mallinder is hoping they have learnt 
from the painful experience of last 
year’s defeat away to Munster at the 
same stage. 

He said: “Getting good results in the 
Premiership is one thing, but the 
Heineken Cup is a massive step up in 
intensity and physicality, especially 
when you get to the knock-out stages. 

“We found that out last season and 
hopefully we can learn from that 
experience this year. We are a young 
team that is still developing and this 
weekend’s game is a good yardstick 
for us. 

“Ulster have a pair of quality half¬ 
backs in Ruan Pienaar and Ian 
Humphreys, and they have excellent 
players throughout their squad. We 
will certainly have a tough job on our 
hands if we are to get a positive result 
on Sunday. 

“We will need to keep our shape in 


defence, keep our discipline and take 
our opportunities in attack.” 

Saturday’s 53-24 victory at home to 
Sale kept the Saints one point behind 
third-placed Gloucester in the Pre¬ 
miership table, with Lee Dickson, 
Chris Ashton, Brian Mujati, Tom 
Wood, Phil Dowson and Bruce Rei- 
hana grabbing tries, as well as the vis¬ 
itors conceding two penalty tries. 

That extended Northampton’s win¬ 
ning streak to three games and 
Mallinder said: “What it has given us, 
and we talked about it a couple of 
weeks ago, is some momentum now. 

“We’ve won the last three games, 
which we are delighted to have done, 
we have got a fit squad and it now sets 
us up for the rest of the season. 

“We’ve got a big quarter final next 
week and then a big couple of weeks 
where we go on the road for three 
games. It’s a bit like a mini tour for us 
and then one more league game at 
home.”

Wood warns of complacency ahead of cup clash 


UP until now, the biggest club games Tom 
Wood had been involved in were at the 
wrong end of the table with former club 
Worcester Warriors. 

Now the flanker with be thrust into the 
pressure cooker atmosphere of Heineken 
Cup knock-out rugby when current side 
Northampton Saints host Ulster in their 
quarter final on Sunday. 

But, in a season that has seen a meteoric 
rise for the 24-year-old from back row 
prospect to first choice England interna¬ 
tional, Wood is taking it all in his stride. 

“I had some pretty big relegation deciders 
at the bottom end of the league with Worces¬ 
ter which were high pressure, but in terms of 
the magnitude of this game, the following 
and the expectations then it is right up 
there,” he said. 

“It’s another massive game for us and we’ve 
got a bit of momentum, but we’ve got to 
make sure that we’re not complacent. 

“It’s going to be a new challenge, a bit of a 
foreign environment for us and it’s just an¬ 


other exciting one for us to look forward to. 
But it’s just another game at the end of the 
day, so we will prepare as we usually do.” 

Wood was indeed involved in an ultimately 
unsuccessful battle against relegation with 
Worcester last season, although he is more 
than aware of the intention to once and for 
all banish the memories of Northampton’s 
quarter final defeat away to Munster in 2010. 

And he has a good idea of what to expect 
from Ulster, having featured for England 
when they were denied the Six Nations 
Grand Slam in Ireland last month. 

The Magners League side will be without 
flanker Stephen Ferris after he underwent 
surgery on a knee injury, but their squad is 
still brimming with players who have plenty 
of experience in club and international 
rugby. 

Their pack in particular looks set to be able 
to test Northampton’s fearsome front eight, 
led by captain Rory Best and containing 
South African internationals BJ Botha and 
Johann Muller. 


Northampton racked up a 53-24 win at home 
to Sale Sharks last Saturday, with Wood grab¬ 
bing his first try for the club in the process. 

But he confessed it was not much of a mile¬ 
stone for him - saying that it’s not his job to 
score tries - and warned the Saints will have 
to tighten up their defence in Sunday’s win¬ 
ner-takes-all clash in Milton Keynes. 

“We’ll have to be better than we were today, 
but our attacking flair and things were pretty 
good,” he said. 

“Our defensive organisation was a bit 
shoddy at times so there’s plenty to work on 
there, and perhaps our decision making at 
the breakdown cost us a couple of penalties. 

“When you’ve got a kicker like Charlie 
Hodgson you can’t afford that, so we’ll have 
to be a little bit more on our guard in defence 
I would imagine. 

“There’s a lot to do, but we kind of like the 
position we are in. We are there to chase peo¬ 
ple down now, it gives us some real incentive 
towards the end of the year, and we like the 
way we are playing.” 


Evans looks for the high life once he retires 


CRICKET 

THERE is only one thing that Luke Evans 
loves as much as cricket, and that is flying 
- so much so in fact that he is planning to 
pursue a career as a pilot when he retires. 

The Northamptonshire seamer is not the 
first cricketer to take to the skies. Former 
Worcestershire and Middlesex bowler 
Ricky Ellcock became a commercial flyer 
when his playing days were over, as did 
West Indian speedster Colin Croft. 

At 23, Evans, who was signed from 
Durham in the winter, is not planning on 
retiring any time soon, but with the 
assistance of the Professional Cricketers 
Association he is making sure his future is 
secure when that time eventually comes. 

“The British weather is a bit of a 
frustration because when it’s sunny I’m 
playing cricket, but when it’s raining I can’t 
fly,” he joked. 

“It has always been a dream of mine to 
fly and hopefully I’ve got time on my side 
where my career will go on for as long as I 
want it to, and at the end I’ve got a career I 
can go out on. 

“Everybody I have spoken to [at Durham] 
who has retired tells you that it only 
seems like yesterday they first stepped 
out with the Durham shirt on. 

“You’re a long time retired as well so I 
want to do something that I enjoy as much 
as cricket. 

“Not be pessimistic, but you’re only one 
injury away from it all being over and the 


game has rather cruel tendencies at times 
that can rob people of that.” 

The tall right arm pace man is the latest 
player to travel the well-trodden road from 
the North-East down to the County Ground, 
with the likes of Peter Willey, Colin Milburn 
and George Sharp having done the same 
over the years. 

With those players and others still held in 
high regard in this part of the world, Evans 
is keen to show what he is capable of, 
saying: “It’s adding to a legacy I suppose. 

“I’m not putting myself under pressure, 
but the people who have made the journey 
down south are very well regarded in the 
area as legends of the game. 

“I’m setting my stall out there to try and 
perform in a similar manner. 

“For the first time in a number of years I 
feel very happy in the environment and it’s 
now up to me to really show my potential 
and put some performances in.” 

Northants got a glimpse of what he can 
do last season during a brief loan spell that 
saw him take five wickets in the County 
Championship wins away to 
Gloucestershire and at home to Middlesex. 

He was under contract for the 2011 
season with Durham, who are again 
expected to challenge for the Division One 
title, but with their well-stocked fast 
bowling ranks Evans took the difficult 
decision to pursue his career elsewhere. 

He explained: “It’s one of those thing that 
I had to weigh up and I didn’t want to be up 
at Durham staying on the shelf gathering 


dust. I need to be playing cricket and I’ve 
got the opportunity here. 

“I spoke to [Northants head coach] David 
Capel long and hard about it, and it 
appeared there would be space here for 
me to play a lot of cricket. 

“It was one of those tough decisions, but I 
don’t regret it and there was no animosity 
at Durham, so I’m very happy where I am.” 

Being in the same squad as fast bowlers 
Liam Plunkett, Steve Harmison and 
Graham Onions - all of whom have England 
experience - has helped Evans with his 
development. 

Now he is looking to learn from 
Northants captain Andrew Hall and Sri 
Lankan national hero Chaminda Vaas, who 
Evans also believes can help the side push 
for promotion from Division Two and 
success in the limited overs competitions. 

“You can learn so much about the game 
in general conversation, never mind how 
they go about their business,” he said. 

“The professionalism of Chaminda is well 
regarded and his enjoyment of the game 
every week, and it’s that type of infectious 
attitude that could spark something this 
year or at the start. 

“I always believed, even when I was here 
last year, that we have got a massive 
amount of talent and a massive amount of 
potential. 

“Everything is gearing up in that way, 
everyone is really positive about what the 
year has ahead of us and there’s no reason 
why we can’t be a dominant force.” 


AMATEUR BOXING 

WHILE Jamie Spence claimed his first professional title, 
his former amateur club, Kings Heath ABC, continues to 
produce national champions under the tutelage of head 
coach Arthur Daly. 

Their latest championship winner is Reuben 
Arrowsmith, who made it back-to-back victories in the 
Royal Navy Schools ABA Championships last month. 

The 14-year-old reached the final having beaten two 
former schoolboy champions on the way, and in 
Manchester he defeated Gravesham ABC’s Connor White 
to claim the Class 3 57kg title. 

“It has been a really good season boxing good lads and 
beating some good lads,” said Arrowsmith, adding: “Me 
and Arthur have had a really good year so we’ve got to 
keep performing and do the same next year. 

“It’s good because I’ve trained hard all year, got my 
second title and it has been an improvement. It’s been a 
good year boxing top class lads.” 

Arrowsmith is now eyeing an entry into next year’s 
Junior ABA Championships and was quick to praise coach 
Daly for his work done with him. 

The England International said: “He’s strict, he’s hard, but 
he’s always there. I think Arthur is the best trainer in the 
Midlands. 

“He picks up on everything and if you do something 
wrong he’s on you, and that’s the best thing about Arthur. 

“He has got time for everyone and he trains you to your 
best to bring the best out of you. 

“If you have a trainer that lets you get away with things 
then you might get one thing wrong, and that one thing 
might bring a few more problems. 

“But if you’re an inch out with Arthur, he wants it 
perfect - good isn’t good enough for him.” 

While Arrowsmith is set to fight for England in the 
schoolboy Three Nations against the best from Scotland 
and Wales later this month, club mate Chantelle Cameron 
is currently away training with the Great Britain women’s 
team. 

The 19-year-old lightweight has progressed quickly 
since switching from kick-boxing and is now in with a 
very good chance of securing a place in the squad for the 
2012 Olympics. 

Next month also sees Kings Heath hosting their own 
show at the Cripps Centre on Friday May 20.

going to be vital for us this year. That’s something that 
we didn’t always get right last year and put us under a bit 
of pressure.

But Hall kept up to date with the work being done at 
the County Ground and said: “The guys have been 
working really hard in the winter and hopefully it gives us 
a good base to work from this season. Last season, we 
had a really good start to the season then hit a lull period. 

“We had a couple of injuries and guys not coming into 
form, so hopefully this season we can really work hard on 
that and maintain our base fitness throughout the 
season. 

“The guys have done well in the past, but this year it’s 
going to be really vital to put in big performances to 
make sure that we do better than last year because I’m 
hoping we can really push hard for that promotion. 

“In past years we have come close, but close isn’t there. 
We really have to try and make this our year.”
